The case of John D Rockefeller, Jr., an 1 the union of miners 
may be looked upon in years, to come as a fir«t step in the United 
States toward official government denial of the absolote right to 
control private property. 

The interesting qoestio neerns the right, of a man to own 

and control hi« property, big or little. 

For the tirst time in this country the right, apparently, was 
questioned officially wheu Mr. Wilson, President of the United 
States, sent to Mr. Rockefeller a message practically holding him 
responsible for labor troubles in the Colorado mines, and patting 
upon him the moral responsibility for those troubles. 

There are other mine* m Colorado involved in the labor trou- 
ble besides Mr. Rockefeller s and outsida of his control. 

And there are other very big owners in the Rockefeller Co.— 
those owners include the Goul 1 e=tate. But the attention of the 
government and of the public is concentrated upon the Rockefeller 
family alone, by the actum of the President, and the action of 
Socialist aeitators.
